Rothier Celebrates 
36th Year of Singing

INGERS are not generally sup- 
posed to have an overly long 
professional life, but Leon Rothier. 
French: basso of thé Metropolitan 
Opera House. is celebrating the 
thirty-sixth anniversary of his 
stage debut this month, hale and 
hearty—voice good as ever. It was 
in 1899 that Rothier made his de- 
but at the Paris Opera Comique. 
singing the role of Jupiter in Gou- 
nod@’s “Philemon et Baucis.” a cur- 
tain raiser that often appeared be- 
fore some of the longer operas. 
Rothier had just been graduat- 
ed from the Paris Conservatory 
that year. emerging with three 
first prizes for musicianship. At 
the time critics remarked on the 


‘ pooming qualities of his voice, a 


feature that was to make him 
outstanding among bassos. There 
are many roles which call for such 
a tone quality. but few singers to 
fill them, hence he has always 
been in great demand. 

The singer was brought to 
America by Giulio Gatti-Casazza 
in 1910 especially for the role of 
Mephistopheles in “Faust,” but he 
soon made his usefulness apparent 
in other parts. This is easily 
proved “by the fact that he has 
sung at the Metropolitan every 
season since. 

Being more than six feet tall, 
with a corresponding bulkiness, 
Rothier looks as basso as his voice. 
His. method of singing is entirely 
French;.but for all that the Met- 
ropolitan once in awhile has him 
sing some Wagnerian roles, such 
as one of the giants in “Das Rein- 
gold.”. On these occasions his 
German diction has never failed 
to stand .out clearly. to the con- 
sternatien of those who think a 
Frenchman cannot speak German. 

However, in his proper sphere of 
French music perhaps his most 
appealing role is that of the old 
father in Debussy’s “Pelleas et 
Metisande,” in-witich he is given
